PLAN TO UGH THREE 
BILLS TO SENATORS 


Deficiency, Alien and Tax 
Measures Come First, 
Says Longworth. 


SPEAKER TALKS WITH 
TILSON AND MADDEN 


Supply Legislation Also May 
Be Passed Before the 
Yule Holidays. 


House leaders plan to get to work im- 
mediately when Congress convenes with 
a view to sending three and possibly 
four legislative measures to the Senate 
before the Christmas holidays. A pro- 
gram already adopted by the leaders 
calls for early passage of the $100,000,- 
000 deficiency bill lost in the Senate 
filibuster at the last session, the alien 
property bill and the tax bill. A fourth 
measure which might be passed would 
be one of the supply bills. 

The program was made known yes- 
terday by Speaker Nicholas Longworth, 
who returned to the Capital preparatory 
to the opening of Congress. He has been 
in conference with Majority Leader Til- 
son, of Connecticut; Chairman Madden, 
of the House appropriation committee, 
and others. 

No Alien Property Bill Change. 


It is considered likely the alien prop- 
erty bill will be passed in virtually the 
same form in which it passed the House 
last year. Longworth would make no 
predictions about the kind of tax bill 
that will be passed. He has not had 
time, he said, to study treasury figures. 

It is the plan, though, to pass it along 
with the other two major measures sO 
that the Senate can take them up im- 
mediately after the holidays. 

The purpose of the House leaders in 
getting away to a good start is to bring 
about adjournment in plenty of time 
for the national conventions and cam- 
paign next summer, 

Flood control will not reach the 
House until after the holidays, it is be- 
lieved. The report of army engineers 
who are dealing with it is not expected 
before December 1. Thus it is not ex- 
pected that the committee will be able 
to prepare a bill until sometime in mid- 
winter. 

Opposes Johnson-Swing Bill. 

The speaker reiterated his opposition 
to the Johnson-Swing bill dealing with 
the Boulder Dam project. If it could 
be so arranged that there would be 
private operation of the waterpower 
project he believes a Boulder Dam 
measure could be passed at the com- 
ing session. But he is opposed to the 
Government operation feature contain- 
ed in the Johnson-Swing bill and 
which it is believed, Senator Johnson, 
of California, at least, never will 
relinquish. 

The speaker went to California this 
summer and studied the project. As 
a result he thinks there should be a 
harnessing of the waters, not only to 
relieve the flood menace to Imperial 
Valley, but also to develop waterpower. 
But the waterpower operation, in his 
opinion, should be placed in private 
hands. He declared he is not willing 
for the Government to enter the busi- 
ness. 

The House leaders agreed that ap- 
propriations should .be held down, and 
they plan to exercise a rigid scrutiny 
over all proposals looking to increased 
expenditures on the part of the Gov- 
ernment.

It had 
given warning it would attempt to 
lynch Choate, even though the mother 
of his alleged victim had urged that 
he be permitted to stand trial. 

The uegro was taken to the court- 
house and hanged from a second story 
window. He was alleged to have made 
a confession. Approximately 300 men 
were in the mob.

Huge Crowd Rushes Prince at Night Armistice Rite, 
Singing “He’s a Jolly Good Fellow”—Heir to Throne 
Takes Refuge in Scotland Yard. 


London, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—The Prince 
of Wales was fairly mobbed tonight by 
a too eager crowd of admirers near the 
Memorial Cenotaph, which was the 
center of armistice celebrations. 

Shortly before midnight the police 
had to fight their way through a dense 
pack of men and women to enable his 
royal highness to take refuge in Scot- 
land Yard, which was nearby. 

Whitehall street, the wide thorough- 
fare on which the cenotaph stands, was 
jammed with a multitude estimated at 
30,000 persons, awaiting the procession 
of service men who were marching 
from a memorial ceremony at Albert 
Hall. The Prince of Wales and Winston 
Churchill, secretary of the exchequer, 
who had attended the ceremonies at 
Albert Hall, headed the procession, for 
which the police found the greatest 
difficulty in pleading a way. 

When the head of the procession 
reached the cenotaph brief service 
hymns were sung and these were fol- 
lowed by “God Save the King.” 

As the prince turned to leave. there 
was a wild roar of cheering and shouts 
of “Wales.” The crowd, waving hats 


and flags, surged madly forward toward 
him, although individual movement 
was impossible. | 

Police closed around the prince and 
a squad of mounted men forced a lane 
through *the mob enabling the prince 
to walk toward Scotland Yard, although 
he did so with difficulty. 

The great gates of the yard had 
hardly closed behind him when the 
prince noticed that Secretary Churchill 
and others of his companions had been 
shut out. The prince asked that the 
gates be reopened to admit them. This 
was done, but the pressure of the 
thousands of swarming men and women 
almost conquered the police who had 
to fight the crowd back in order to 
shut the gates again. 

Meantime the demonstrators were 
wildly singing “For He Is a Jolly Good 
Fellow,” while the prince passed 
through Scotland Yard to Victoria em- 
bankment where an automobile was 
awaiting him. 

Many persons in the crowd fainted 
and some suffered minor injuries. 
There was also some rowdyism on the 
fringes of the crowd and on the side 
streets.

BORAH PRAISES STEP 
TO REPEAL DRY LAW

of the eighteenth amendment rather 
than its violation or nullification in a 
letter to the women’s committee for the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 

The senator commended the commit- 
tee for openly advocating repeal, de- 
claring that to be the “only honorable 
course for those who are opposed to the 
amendment.” He urged that the pro- 
posal be made an issue in the 1928 
election. 

“I hope you will succeed,” he wrote,

to the amendment to the support of 
repeal rather than violation or nulli- 


fication. The right to repeal is just as, 
sacred as the right to adopt in the first” 
instance,” 


SUHOOL STRIKE ISSUES 
TAKEN UP BY TEACHERS 


Plea for Reinstatement of 
Superintendent Goes to 
Wisconsin Official. 


300 STUDENTS ARE OUT 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 11 (A.P.).—With 
more than 300 students of the Cudahy 
High School striking in protest of the 
ousting of Supt. Edward C. Seifert, 
teachers, parents and city officials 
sought a solution of the problem. 

Intimations that the teachers might 
join the students on strike were dis- 
pelled when the teachers conferred with 
Mayor Charles Cassebaum and other 
city officials and decided that the most 
appropriate action to take would be to 
send a delegation to Madison to present 
the case to the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Six teachers were named to go to the 
State Capital to discuss the situation 
with John Callahan, State superinten- 
dent of schools. 

Teachers attending the conference 
with city officials not only made known 
their objections to the move by the 
school board which resulted in the oust- 
ing of Supt. Seifert, but also expressed 
dissatisfaction with the operation of the 
Cudahy school system. 

The conference of the teachers, to- 
gether with the organization of the 
Cudahy Women’s Club, pledged to work 
for the best interest of the children, 
constituted the major developments to- 
day. 

Adults held the center of the stage 
while the 300 students who walked out 
Thursday morning remained passive 
They refrained from demonstrations, 
but their lines held firm against return- 
ing until their demands are acceded to 
by the school board, which ousted Sei- 
fert for what they termed “insubordina- 
tion,” “impudence,” and “failure to co- 
operate.”’ A decision to picket the school 
where 157 students who refused to join 
the strike have continued was aban- 
doned after consultation with Police 
Chief John Madrow. Madrow’s daughter, 
Evelyn, is one of the strikers, whose 
ranks include all but thirteen members 
of the senior class, the entire football 
squad and prominent leaders in extra 
curricular activities. 


4 KILLED IN BATTLE

Opp, Ala., Nov. 11 (A.P.).—Four men 
were killed here tonight in a pitched 
battle on the main street which fol- 
lowed an attempt to arrest O. C. 

Two bystanders were 
wounded.

The girl flier from Dixie, blushing 
like a school girl, said with a choking 
voice: “My dear Mr. Mayor, I’m sorry 
you asked me to speak because ! can’t 
speak, especially in a crowded place 
like this.

But I want you to know how much I! 
thank you. It is more than we ex- 
pected.” 

Capt. Haldeman, who followed, said: 

“When Miss Elder and I started our 
flight, we wanted it to be a success for 
commercial aviation and for the inter- 
est of flying in general. Although we 
did not reach our goal we hope that 
our trip will in some way be a bene- 
fit-to flying in the future.” 

And both retired as fast as they 
could from the 10,000 persons who 
jammed the square in front of City 
Hall.

A radio message received at Coast 
Guard headquarters here tonight from 
the Coast Guard cutter McCall said 
three members of the tanker’s crew 
were killed in the explosion and the 
bodies were being brought to port by a 
Coast Guard cutter. 

An SOS call today sent revenue cut- 
ters and other ships hurrying to the 
aid of the tanker, which reported by 
wireless that she was afire 10 miles off 
Barnegat after an explosion which had 
wrecked the ship’s bow. 

The steamers Hannawa and Vaarili 
sped to her aid ana within a short 
time four Coast Guard cutters were 
on the way. q 

Medical assistance was rushed to the 
Beta aboard the destroyer Henley, and 
the sea-going tug Gresham was sent 
to take the tanker in tow if possible 
This. it was believed, would be a diffi- 
cult task because of the condition. of 
the Beta’s bow. 

The Beta left New York today 
ballast for Baytown, Tex.

To Arlington throughout the day 
the patriotic pilgrims came to place 
their tributes on the Tomb of the Ute 
known. The President and Mrs. Coole 
idge, legion and other veteran groups, 
War Mothers, Boy Scouts; some of them 
born after the Unknown Soldier died. 
Chaplains who had officiated at the 
Unknown Soldier’s burial assembled 
there again. At President Wilson's 
tomb, at First Division Monument, at 
every partiotic shrine throughout the 
city services were held, the day’s de- 
votion culminating fittingly at the 
Canadian Cross.

J. M. Almond, who had been chaplain- 
general of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force 

“Let us now praise famous men,” he 
said. “They are in peace, for God proved 
them and found them worthy of Hime 
self.” Then followed a prayer of thanks. 
giving and remembrance, and then the 
Lord’s Prayer, said by the assembly. 


Envoy Unveils Cross. 


A hymn, “O Valiant Hearts,” was 
sung, the singing led by the choir of 
St. John’s Church.

Urges U. S. to Follow the War 
President’s Ideals to 
Perpetual Peace. 


500 ADMIRERS OF MAN 
GATHER TO PAY TRIBUTE 


Ceremony Begins as Mary 
McAdoo, His Granddaughter, 
Drops Lilies on Tomb. 


From lofty Mount St. Albans, where 
rests the body of Woodrow Wilson, 
there issued yesterday a strong warn- 


ing to America—a warning that it be- 
ware lest its growing opulence and in- 
sularity cause its decline. 

It was sounded by the Right Rev. James 
E. Freeman, Episcopal Bishop of Wash- 
ington, as he stood before the flower- 
banked sarcophagus of the war Presi- 
dent in Bethlehem Chapel of Washing- 
ton Cathedral. Five hundred reverent 
admirers of Wilson, three-fourths of 
them women, gathered in the dimly- 
lighted chapel to hear it. 

The Armistice Day ceremony began 
when Mary Faith McAdoo, 6-year-old 
grandchild of Woodrow Wilson, reached 
through the iron grill of the sarcoph- 
agus and dropped lilies on the tomb 
Turning around, she walked back to 
where her father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Gibbs McAdoo, were sit- 
ting. 


Mrs. Wilson in Pittsburgh. 


Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, widow of the 
war President, was in Pittsburgh to 
dedicate a war memorial, and so could 
not attend the services. 

The tragedy of America, Bishop 
Freeman said, is its genius for forget- 
ting. Quick to praise the great and 
their deeds, he said Americans are just 
as quick to forget them. The services 
in the Cathedral, he said, were not so 
much a tribute to Woodrow Wilson as 
an exaltation of the ideals for which 
he stood. 

The great compelling motive of 
Woodrow Wilson, he said, that for 
which he laid down his life, was the 
peace of the world. It was his hope, 
the bishop said, that America should 
lead the world in realizing this uni- 
versal peace. 


Warns Against Insularity. 


“He would have had American merge 
her interests with the other nations of 
the world,” the bishop said, “and who 
would say, that he was a lofty visionary 
and a dreamer?” 

Bishop Freeman recalled that many 
a proud nation had come to ruin be- 
cause of its insularity, and, finally its 
insolence. 

“Our opulence, our growing power 
and these other things that are our 
pride—let us look to it that they are 
not the beginning of our decline,” he 
warned. 

Raising his eyes aloft and sending 
his deep bass booming through the 
little Gothic chapel, Bishop Freeman 
concluded: 

“So help me, God, with a deep pride 


iin our Nation, and a firm consclous- 


ness of that fine ideal, “Thou shait 
love thy neighbor as_ thyself,” we 
gather here again in your presence, oh, 
sleeping man, and dedicate ourselves 
and our all that this ideal shall not 
be forgotten in this generation.” 


Wilson’s Pastor Prays. 


Admirers of Woodrow Wilson began 
te gather in the chapel long before the 
services opened. For the most part 
they were men and women who had 
attended the funeral of the war Presi- 
dent and the services that have been 
held every Armistice Day since his 
death. 

At 4 o’clock, the north door of the 
chapel was opened, and the choir boys 
in their white surplices came through. 
singing “The Strife Is O’er, the Battle 
Done.” After the McAdoo child had 
placed a wreath on the tomb, Bishop 
Freeman read from the first chapter 
of St. John. 

Then the Rev. James H. Taylor, who 
was Wilson’s pastor at the Central 
Presbyterian Church here, took his po- 
sition before the tomb and offered a 
prayer. 


Legion Post Participates. 


“Help us, oh God,” he prayed, “to 
dedicate ourselves to the ideals for 
which Woodrow Wilson stood. Give us 
his courage, his abiding faith ind his 
undying enthusiasm in the cause of 
peace.” 

At the close of the services E. Lester 
Jones, first commander o* George Wash- 
ington Post, No. 1, American Legion, 
led a delegation in presenting colors at 
the tomb. The war President was one 
of the first men to join the George 
Washington Post. 

The committee that made arrange- 
ments for the services consisted of Mrs. 
Kate Trenholm Abrams, Mrs. Huston 
Thompson, Mrs. ‘Blair Bannister, Mrs. 
H. E. C. Bryant and former Commis- 
sioner Oliver P. Newman.

Address by Secretary Davis. 


A formal address of appreciation was 
delivered by Secretary of War Davis 
He asked what impulse moved the ones 
the cross would honor to leave their 
homes and loved ones for a cause at 
that time not their own. “It was an 
offer of service,” he answered, “an offer 
of their all on altar of common ideals 
and mutual friendship. 

“So deep-rooted is that friendship 
that in more than 100 years no armed 
hostile force ha- passed that unguarded 
border of over 3,000 miles, separating 
two nations only by indivisible line. 
Two great peoples, speaking the same 
tongue, akin in ideas and ideals, to- 
gether they guard the portals of the 
New World.” This peace is due, he said, 
not to a treaty but to the spirit that 
led to it 

Following the hymn, “O, God Our 
Help in Ages Past,” the Army chief 
of chaplains, Col. John T, Axton, of- 
fered a prayer of dedication and one 
of peace. American Cavalry buglers 
blew “Reveille,” symbolic of awakening 
of sleeping heroes. 

Then notables and officials of patri- 
otic and veteran organizations placed 
wreaths at base of cross; the Royal Ca- 
nadian Band next played the American 
National anthem, the United States 
Army Band, “God Save the King,” and 
afterward, to quickstep, soldiers of the 
two governments marched away. 


36,000 Fought for Canada. 


More than 36,000 American citizens 
fought in the great war wearing the 
emblem of the maple leaf on shoulder 
strap. How many of them died for 
Canada is not yet known; but Canada 
remembers what they did. 

Its cross will stand out there 
throughout the yegrs. Sometimes its 
swordlike shadow will fall toward where 
the soldier men of Canada are sleep- 
ing; sometimes across the graves of 
ours, a heavenly accolade for knightly 
deed they did. 

Wreaths were placed about the mon- 
ument by the Hon. Dr. J. H. King, min- 
ister of soldiers’ civil reestablishment 
of Canada, on behalf of Viscount WIIl- 
ingdon, Governor General of Canada; 
Secretary of State Kellogg, Sir Esme 
Howard, British Ambassador to the 
United States; Hon. Vincent Massey, 
Canadian Minister to the United States; 
by representatives of the Canadian 
Legion, George Washington Post of 
the American Legion, United States 
Navy League, the Association of Ca- 
nadian Clubs, the Daughters of the 
American Revolutiop, and Sons of the 
American Revolution. The card on one 
floral wreath read “A tribute to those 
who helped us in our hour of need.” 
Another wreath was from “The wife of 
an American soldier who died in the 
Canadian army.” 


After the ceremony at the cross was 
over, a wreath, made by disabled vet- 
erans in Canada, was laid, on their be- 
half, on the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier, by the Hon. J. H. King.

LEGION HEAD WARNS 


Spafford Asserts That Present 
Is, in Truth, Merely 
an Armistice. 


St. Louis, Mo. Nov. 11 (A.P.).— 
People of this country more and more 
are coming to a realization that the 


last war did not end war, Edward E. 
Spafford, national commander of the 
American Legion, declared here today 
in an Armistice Day address for 
delivery at a luncheon given by Ameri- 
can Legion posts of St. Louis. 

“They realize,” he added, “that as a 
matter of fact only an armistice was 
signed. With the-exceptions of a very 
few in this Nation the people are 
determined that when another war 
comes all of the resources of the Nation 
shall be completely mobilized at the 
beginning of the war.” 

“We should be warned by past 
experience and realize that the words 
of those who sit at the council tables 
only have such weight as is given by 
the power or force of arms which they 
represent,” continued the legion com- 
mander. “In 1922 we gave up 800,000 
tons of new capital ships. Great 
Britain gave up 500,000 tons of old 
ships and Japan 325,000 tons of similar 
old junk. Today we stand probably 
third in naval values, but thanks is 
fervently given that the Geneva con- 
ference last summer opened the eyes 
of many thinking Americans and we 
may look forward to this next Congress 
to answer our prayers for adequate 


PERSHING PREFERS 
FRIENDSHIP TO PACTS 


Universal Peace, He Says, 
Will Never Be Brought 
On by Treaties. 


Cieveland, Ohio, Nov. 11 (A.P.).— 
The ninth anniversary of the ending 
of the World War, observed in Ohio 
with patriotic addresses, parades and 
mass meeting, brought to Cleveland 
Gen. John J. Pershing, commander in 
chief of American forces in the World 
War. 

Gen. Pershing was guest at an 
Armistice Day luncheon in Public Hall 
under auspices of American Legion. 
Universal peace will be brought about 
by a mutual confidence and common 
understanding such as was promoted 
by the recent journey of the American 
Legion to France and not by conven- 
tions, agreements and treaties, Gen.

After a morning and an afternoon of 
honoring the dead, Americans and Ca- 
nadians topped off the Armistice Day 
celebration here last night by gather- 
ing at a gay military ball at the Wil- 
lard Hotel. 

The ball, given by the veterans of 
Foreign Wars, had all the color and 
romance of the brilliant victory balls 
that marked the first Armistice night. 
The color was supplied chiefly by the 
visiting Canadians ft! their flaming red 
tunics or highland kilts. 

The Highlanders—“ladies from hell,” 
the Germans called them—seemed to 
be most in demand, so far as the femi- 
nine dancers were concerned. All the 
Canadians had plenty of dances, how- 
ever, for the Yanks surrendered their 
partners to them without a murmur. 

Some of the Americans had on their 
old war-time uniforms, but most of 
them were attired in. dinner suits. 
Those who did wear uniforms looked 
as though they had experienced a 
tough job getting into them. 


Pipers Play Wild Tunes. 


The music at the ball was as lively as 
the music at Arlington had been serious 
andsolemn. Instead of the “‘lament” 
they had played earlier, the Canadian 
pipers bleated out wild highland songs 
and the bands played gay fox trots and 
romantic waltzes. 

The only solemn note at the ball 
came at 11 o’clock, when a prayer was 
said and a trumpeter sounded taps. As 
the notes of this trailed off, a.spotlight 
was thrown on a balcony at the north 
end of the ballroom, and a soldier, sailor 
and marine were revealed saluting Old 
Glory. 

Later there was a tableaux, in which 
a bevy of local beauties symbolized the 
battles of Chateau Thierry, Montfaucon 
and other celebrated “shows” overseas. 
After this the dancing started again, to 
continue until far past midnight.

SCOTTISH RITE WILL 
SUSTAINED BY JURY 


Attempt by Brothers to Break 
Testament Fails; Wife and 
Son Inherit Estate. 


The first attack ever made upon a 
Scottish Rite will in this jurisdiction 
met with fallure yesterday when a cir- 
cuit court jury rendered a verdict sus- 
taining the will of Thomas McNeilly, 
who died in December 1926, leaving an 
estate valued at between $25,000 and 
$50,000.

McNeilly, son of McNeilly’s first wife 
ar: his second wife Mrs. Florence 
McNeilly will inherit the estate, the 
latter taking her dower interevt. 

According to Attorneys Bastian & 
Barger, the principal objections made 
to the will was that it was part of 
the Scottish Rite ritual and was not 
understood by McNeilly to actuall be 
a will when he executed it. Scottish 
Rite wills may be annulled or amended 
at any time in the same manner as 
are wills executed by non-Masons, 


ONE-FAMILY HOMES 
UP FIFTH IN COST 


Average in Washington Is 
$6,337, Against $3,942 
in Baltimore. 


(Associated Press.) 


The average cost of erecting a one- 
family dwelling has increased 19 per 
cent since 1921, statistics just pub- 
lished by the Department of Labor 
show. The figures were taken from 257 
cities, excluding those exceeding 500,- 
000 population. 

In 1921 the average expenditure was 
$3,972, not including the cost of the 
lot, while in 1926 the cost was placed 
at $4,725. During the same period the 
cost per family in apartment houses 
was advanced but 1.9 per cent, or from 
$4,019 to $4,095. 

Three boroughs of New York City 
surpassed Chicago, but the cost for New 
York, all boroughs, was $6,184. For 
the first half of the present year Balti- 
more families paid $3,942 per dwelling, 
but Washington, 40 miles away, paid 
$6,337.

Representatives were present 
from Civil War Veterans posts, the 
United, Spanish War Veterans, three 
posts of the American Legion, the How- 
ard University Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Camp and band, Reserve Officers 
of the 438 Infantry, High School 
Cadets of the Twenty-fourth Regiment, 
service detachments of the United 
States Army, women’s relief and Boy 
Scout organizations. 

Herbert E. Jones, exaltec ruler of 
Columbia Lodge, made the address of 
welcome, to which Garnet C. Wilkinson, 
assistant superintendent of public 
schools, responded, paying tribute to 
the negro’s participation in all Ameri- 
can wars. The German field piece, 
which had been allocated to the lodge 
by the War Department, was unveiled 
by veterans, following an address of 
presentation by Dr. Emmett J. Scott, 
of Howard University, who called at- 
tention to the 400,000 negroes called 
to the colors in 1917, 200,000 of whom 
served overseas. 

He referred to the fieli piece as a 
token, not of hate, but of appreciation 
by the Government for the prowess of 
colored soldiers of the District who 
were called into action. The field piece 
was accepted by J. Finley Wilson, grand 
exalted ruler of colored Elks. Capt.

Permits Corporations to 
Fix Market Price. 


INDIVIDUAL INVESTORS 
PUT AT DISADVANTAGE 


Treasury Wants Congress to 
Allow Exemption Beyond 
Normal Levy. 


Worcester, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—Because of 
the surtax on Government. securities, 
corporations fix the price at which 
Treasury issues are marketed, Under- 
secretary Mills asserted tonight in an 


address advocating, for the Treasury, 
exemption of Federal securities from 
that levy. 

Speaking before a joint meeting of 
the stockholders of the Boston Federal 
Reserve Rank and the Worcester Eco- 
nomic Club, Mr. Mills declared that 
corporations have the power to drive 
the individual investor from the Fed- 
eral securities field as such holdings 
held by corporations are tax exempt, 
while the indivi“ual is required to pay 
the Federal surtax. 

“United States securities,” he con- 
tinued, “are sufficiently attractive to 
corporations to make them more than 
willing to take the entire block of new 
issues offered from time to time. 

“This being th> case, the price which 
corporations are willing to pay inev- 
itably fixes the price at which the 
United States is able to market its se- 
curities. Since the corporations are 
wholly tax exempt on their incomes 
from such securities, whereas the indi- 
vidual income derived from these se- 
curities is subject to the surtax, the 
former are in a position to pay a price 
which might well make the securities 
unattractive from the standpoint of 
the individual investor. 


Bond Holders Diminish. 


“Such a situation is undesirable. 
During the war, Government securities 
were distributed very widely and at 
the time it was held, and rightly held, 
that it was desirable But under exist- 
ing circumstances, as the war loans 
are gradually being refunded into se- 
curities bearing a lower rate of interest, 
the number of holders of United States 
securities tends constantly to become 
more limited. 

“How could it be otherwise, when 
States and municipalities are in a po- 
sition to issue their securities free 
from all taxation?” the undersecretary 
asked. “The average rate of interest 
paid by all States on their total in- 
debtedness during 1926 was about 4.14 
per cent, while the man with an income 
of $25,000 will receive a net yield of 
only 3.02 per cent on a 16-20-year 3% 
per cent United States Government 
bond. Moreover, even after Federal 
taxes, he can receive approximately 4 
per cent on the highest grade of pub- 
lic utility bonds. 


Government’s Disadvantage. 


“These figures make it perfectly ap- 
parent that in so far as the individual 
investor is concerned, the United States 
Government ts at a serious disadvantage 
today in marketing its securties be- 
cause of the provision in the Liberty 
loan act which limits the tax exempt 
privilege to the normal tax. Under 
these circumstances, the Treasury De- 
partment believes that the Congress 
should give serious consideration to an 
amendment of the second Liberty loan 
act as amended, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in issuing securi- 
ties in the future to make them exempt 
— the surtax as well as the normal 
ax. 

“The enactment of such an amend- 
ment would not in any way interfere 
with the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment permitting the taxation of 
so-called tax exempt securities, should 
Congress and the States deem this to 
be desirable. Taking the long time 
view of the siti>*'~n, I believe that the 
enactment of such a constitutional 
amendment is desirable, for I consider 
it inconsistent with our principles of 
democratic government that our laws 
be so framed as to permit any class of 
our citizens to escape their just tax 
obligations.” 


British Flag Carried 
Unmolested in Dublin 


Dublin, Ireland, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—Ar- 
mistice Day passed quietly in Dublin, 
where a long procession of Irish sol- 
diers who served in the World War 
marched to Phenix Park to honor their 
dead comrades at a cenotaph erected 
there. A contingent of Italian fascists 
took part in the parade. 

Numerous union jacks were carried 
in the procession despite the strong 
protests which have been voiced against 
the practice by Eamon de Valera and 
all the republican deputies, but no at- 
tempt was made to interfere with the 
procession. The attitude of the Repub- 
licans was effective, however, in restrict- 
ing displays of the British flag. Stores 
and houses which formerly displayed 
the British flag were bare today, and 
individual wearers of it scarce.

BISHOP HENDRIX DIES 
IN KANSAS CITY AT 8 


Once Senior Bishop of Metho- 
dist Church South, He 
Sought Unification. 


PROMINENT IN MISSIONS 


Kansas City, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—Dr. 
Eugene Russell Hendrix, retired senior 
bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, died at his home here 
tonight. He was 80 years old.

Bishop Eugene Russell Hendrix was 
a leader in virtually every great move- 
ment undertaken by his denomination 
for more than half a century. 

He was regarded by his denomina- 
tion as a wise counsellor and a superior 
executive officer, the high ability with 
which he filled the office of presiding 
bishop for 36 years often being ‘cited. 

Bishop Hendrix’s outstanding achieve- 
ment was recognized as his leadership 
in the missionary interests of the 
church. In his early ministry, he ac- 
companied Bishop Marvin on his Epis- 
copal visit to China, wishing to ac- 
quaint himself with the forward move- 
ment toward Christianizing that field. 

Bishop Hendrix was elevated to the 
episcopacy by the general conference 
meeting at Richmond, Va., in 1886. 

In 1908, Bishop Hendrix was made 
first president of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, con- 
sidered one of the highest offices in 
the gift of the combined Protestant 
denominations of America. He filled 
this position until 1912. 

His counsel on the matter of unifica- 
tion of the northern and the southern 
branches of the Methodist Church, 
which he advocated, was recognized as 
authoritative by both branches of the 
church, 

Bishop Hendrix, the son of Adam 
and Isabel Murray Hendrix, was born 
at Fayette, Mo., May 17, 1847. He was 
graduated from the Union Theological 
Seminary in 1869, later taking his 
Bachelor’s and Master’s degrees at 
Wesleyan University.

40-HOUR ATLANTIC SHIP 
BUILDING IN GERMANY 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Berlin, Nov. 11--A new type of tor- 
pedo ship being built at Hamburg will 
cross the Atlantic Ocean in 40 hours, it 
is claimed. The inventor, a well known 
Hamburg ship constructor, Herrmann 
Boelk, says the ship attains a speed of 
94 miles per hour, carrying ten pas- 
sengers and a large quantity of mail. 

The torpedo-shaped ship is 120 feet 
long and 16 feet wide, and entirely cov- 
ered, offering a minimum of resistance 
to wind. It. has two powerful motors 
and wave-like propellers alongside. The 
crew consists of four men. The first 
full-sized ship will be called Wittstock 
and will start trials early in the spring.

She does not 
think she will be a movie actress, but 
no picture contracts have been offered 
her. Her press agent said she and 
Haldeman were considering offers which 
would bring them.some $250,000. 

The knickers in which she flew to- 
ward Paris were in the one steamer 
trunk she brought back. Here’s what 
she wore when she returned to New 
York’s roaring welcome: A_ simple 
Parisian suit of dark blue jersey, worn 
with a white reefer, a black hat of 
deep, velvety silk, a black satin coat 
with black fox collar, which opened 
to reveal a necklace of pearls at her 
throat. A cluster of orchids was pin- 
ned to the coat. 

The aviators had their first taste 
of New York’s welcome when the city 
tug Macon drew alongside the steamer 
and Miss Elder rushed into the em- 
brace of Lyle Womack, her waiting 
husband. He came to New York from 
Panama to greet her. 


Wife Greets Haldeman. 


Capt. Haldeman, striving to remain 
in the background and leave the 
honors to Miss Elder, affectionately 
embraced his wife, who had come 
with the welcoming party on the Ma- 
con. There were tears in Mrs. Halde- 
man’s eyes and it was a touching 
moment when the flier tore himself 
away for a moment to answer the 
flood of questions that was directed 
at him and Miss Elder. 

Informed that her husband had ex- 
pressed the hope that her flying days 
were over, Miss Elder smiled and said, 
“I'm sorry about that, but I’ve no 
intention of quitting now.” 

“Won't go back to washing dishes 
for him?” she was asked. 

“I've washed lots of dishes,” she 
answered, adding that she did not 
intend to go back to Panama with 
her husband “right away.” 

It was Haldeman who landed the 
American Girl on the ocean just be- 
fore the wrecked fliers were rescued 
by the steamer Berendrecht, Miss Elder 
said. He had had no time to don his 
safety sult before the crash but she had 
put hers on in a hurry, she said. 

Patting her husband’s hand as he 
sat near her in the center of an ad- 
miring crowd on the Macom she sighed 
and smiled again. 

“I'd like to organize another expedi- 
tion,” she said, “and I’d like a plane 
just like the American Girl. She was 
a good ship.” 

Mr. Womak grinned. This was his 
wife’s show and any discussion of the 
future, he indicated, would be post- 
poned until there could be a little 
more privacy. 

Womack said today was the “greatest 
day of his life,” except the day two 
years ago “when he married Ruth Eld- 
er.” He said that he had no definite 
plans for the future, and that what- 
ever plans he made depended largely 
on what plans his wife made. He was 
uncertain as to whether he would re- 
turn to Panama where has been in 
business. 

“I believe Ruth is entitled to all the 
credit coming to her and so far as I 
am concerned it is to my discredit that 
I tried to persuade Ler not to make 
the flight,” the young husband Said. 

A husband, although “just wonder- 
ful” and “awfully =broadminded,” 
should not interfere with his wife’s ca- 
reer, “whether it be flying, writing or 
banking,” Miss Elder told the Associated 
Press tonight.

“My husband is just wonderful,” she 
explained, “and he wouldn’t do or say 
anything to influence me to give up fly- 
ing, although I know he would like to 
have me give up the risk. 

“But I don't know what 1 am going 
to do.” 

The same “I don’t know” answered the 
question of whether Momack would 
stay in the North if his wife’s flying 
kept her here. 

Ocean Flying Hard. 

She asserted that she believed heart- 
ily in feminine independence, but shied 
from declaring herself a “feminist.” 

“Women can do lots of things, and 
husbands and homes and families 
should not interfere with them,” pro- 
claimed the first woman to succeed, 
even partly, in a transatlantic flight. 
“Tl think a woman can be a competent 
wife at the same time that she is suc- 
cessful in her chosen career, whether 
i, be flying, writing or banking. And 
neither activity need interfere with 
the other. 

“There is one thing 1 have learned, 
however, and that is that a woman can 
not make a transatlantic flight by her- 
self, at least, not yet. When planes 
are improved and are easier to handle, 
then they will have the strength,” Miss 
Elder said. 

“During the first nine hours. of our 
flight I did the piloting, but it was 
a terrible strain with all those five- 
gallon cans of gasoline weighting down 
the back end of the plane. If I hadn't 
had relief at the end of that time I 
don’t believe 1 could have stood it, 

“It takes an immense amount ol 
sheer physical strength to handle a 
loaded plane, and‘the average woman 
just doesn’t have it. In every other 
respect she is as well fitted as any man 
to make the flight.”

AMENDMENTS VOTED 


Progressives Win Fight for 
Six Alterations in 
Basic Laws. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—A com- 
plete victory for the progressive ele- 
ment of the International Typographi- 
cal Union was indicated here today 
when results of a referendum vote on 
six changes in the constitution were 
announced at national headquarters. 
The changes were proposed at the dia- 
mond jubilee convention of the or- 
ganization here last August. 

The proposals adopted were as fol- 
lows: 

To dissolve trade district unions and 
affiliate all subordinate unions directly 
with the international union. 

To change the date of the conven- 
tion from August to September. 

To establish the term of representa- 
tives and manner of removal. 

To provide that vacancies in elective 
offices be filled by-election instead of 
appointment. 

To provide a rate of dues for all 
classes of members and to require every 
one working to pay pension and mor- 
tuary assessments. 

To specify how amendments to the 
constitution may be initiated and sub- 
mitted to referendum. 


GROSNER’S 
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TEN TONS OF OYNAMITE 
NEW FLOOD AREA PERIL 


Some Recovered Containers 
Show Explosive Still 
Dangerous. 


FARMERS ARE MENACED 


Burlington, Vt., Nov. 11 (A.P.).—Ten 
tons of dynamite that flowed down the 
Winooski Valley from Bolton during 
the flood have become a serious menace 
to human life and property, both dur- 
ing the reconstruction work now get- 


ting under way and for farming in the 
season to come. 

When the flood struck Bolton it car- 
ried a score of highway workers to their 
death, and with them down the street 
went the boxes of dynamite and per- 
cussion caps they had been using in 
road building. 

At first it “vas believed the water 
might have soaked the explosive to such 
a degree that it had been render-d 
harmless. However, two 50- pound 
boxes found here were used in connec- 
tion with bridge rebuilding, and the 
dynamite was found to be perfettly ef- 
fective, though somewhat sluggish. 

Engineers acknowledged that the ex- 
plosive was a real menace but could 
offer no suggestions as to how serious 
accidents might be prevented. 

“Of course, most of ¢,”’ J. W. Voley, 
dean of the engineering college of the 
University of Vermont and sanitary en- 
gineer of the State board of health, told 
the Associated Press, “may have been 
buried deep in the mud the swollen 
river piled over the lowland. If it is 
buried deep enough there is no danger, 
but if it’s just under the surface and 
a rehabilitation laborer’s pick should 
drive down into it, there would be a 
terrible explosion. 

“There is danger, too, that the dyna- 
mite may lie undiscovered under the 
top soil until next spring, or some fu- 
ture season, and then be struck by @ 
plow.”

FLOOD CONTROL SCHEMES. 


Several weeks ago Secretary of War Davis 
remarked that the big problem of flood con- 
trol was ‘‘to. keep the Mississippi River in its 
banks and out of politics.” Each day brings 
forth further evidence that politicians have 
no intention of keeping their fingers off such 
a lucrative plum. Perhaps this is inevitable. 
Probably $1,000,000,000 ultimately will be 
involved in effecting control of the Mississippi 
—~a sum that puts to shame any previous pork 
barrel. 

“Big Bill’’ Thompson’s pilgrimage, sup- 
ported by some 2,000 boosters, most of whom, 
incidentally, reside in Chicago, is an example 
of politics injecting itself into the problem. 
“Big Bill” was not given any mandate by flood 
sufferers to act as their srxkesman. The truth 
is that “Big Bill” saw i. \the floods an op- 
portunity to put himself forward politically, 
and he lest no time embracing it. 

Politics of this sort, however, is not the 
most insidious. The dangerous type is that 
which is seizing upon flood relief as a2 means 
of furthering local projects. ‘That control of 
the Mississippi is a national problem is indis- 
putable. Money expended in control projects 
in the lower Mississippi might be rendered 
useless, however, if control in the upper valley 
were neglected. Apropos of this subject, the 
New York Herald Tribune says: 

The mere physical requirements on the 
Mississippi make it .snquestionably true 
that flood control there is a “national 
problem,’’ and that much loss and waste 
have been suffered in the ‘past through 
the lack of a single national agency cap- 
able of dealing with it as a whole. But 
from this sound proposition a luxuriant 
crop of unsound ones has already efflori- 
ated. Because it is a “‘national problem” 
the Federal Government must pay for it 
all. Because the Mississippi presents a 
‘national problem” the Federal Govern- 
ment must at one swoop include all the 
other similar problems, national or not, 
from the Boulder Dam to the Winooski 
River, not forgetting to take in Bingville’s 
local hydroelectric scheme or Goose 
Creek’s aspiration to become a_ deep- 
water seaport on the way. 

It is high time that a stop were put to 
such dangerqus nonsense. The Government 
is at work now upon a comprehensive plan of 
flood control. Gen. Jadwin, chief of engineers, 
has promised the President that it will be 
ready by the time Congress convenes. After 
it has been approved, work can be started just 
as soon as appropriations are available. If 
the Federal plan contemplates activity on the 
tributaries of the Mississippi,. if it contains 
recomme’ g@tions that storage reservoirs and 
dams be built in inland congressional districts, 
if it suggests reforestation or other projects 
long advocated by various and sundry blocs, 
well and good. Until the plan is formulated 
in its entirety, however, all such suggestions 
are politics pure and simple, put forward by 
self-seeking politicians in an effort to bleed 
the Treasury for the benefit of local constitu- 
encies. 


NEED OF AIRPLANE PILOTS. 


The country manifests keen interest in the 
development of the airplane. The many 
achievements of the last summer have demon- 
strated that the plane is thoroughly practicable, 
provided discretion is shown in its use. Dis- 
asters have led to an emphasized demand that 
better and safer planes be developed. Through- 
out the country scientists and aeronautical en- 
gineers are working on airplane designs, as a 
result of which decided improvements and in- 
novation may be expected. 

Awakened interest in aviation also has cre- 
ated a demand for commercial] air service, re- 
flected in the number of new lines that have 
been or are about to be inaugurated. As ex- 
pansion takes place a condition which already 
is at hand will become magnified—the country 
will find that it lacks competent pilots. Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh has issued a statement 
regarding his impressions on aviation in 
America and its future, gleaned during the 
tour of the country he has just completed, in 
which he calls attention to this iad “Flying 
is safe today,” he says, “‘but it must be com- 
bined with training and experience. We have 
not yet reached the stage in the development 
of aircraft where the pilot plays a minor part 
in the operation of an airplane, and until we 
progress to that stage it is essential to have 
trained and experienced operators for safe 
flying.” 

Col. Lindbergh recommends greater regula- 
tion of air activities, including certain mini- 
mum requirements of flying school courses, 
by the Department of Commerce, extending 
not only to interstate flying but to intrastate 
as. well.. This, he adds, is “in the interest of 
the safety of the men who want to be pilots 
and of those of our people who want to fly.” 

There is food for reflection in the statement. 
Obviously, aviation can progress no faster 
than the development of a competent personnel. 
Today the facilities for training pilots are de- 
cidedly limited. The military services and 
certain private schools offer opportunity to 


- , young men to obtain their fundamental knowl- 


edge of flying. Much practice, however, is 
necessary before the fledgling pilot becomes 
fully competent, and such opportunity is not 


“easy to : 
extend their operations,-there will develop a 
demand for apprentice pilots to act as relief | 


find. Probably, as private companies 


operators of the large planes that apparently 
are on the way. Thus the commercial airplane 
industry would continually renew its own per- 
sonnel. Until that day arrives, however, some 
other means must be found whereby the coun- 
try can develop a competent group of aviators. 
The need is pressing, and those with the ad- 
vancement of aeronautics at heart should lose 
no time in attempting to evolve a workable 
scheme. 


‘AMERICA PAYING EUROPE’S DEBT. 


The primary concern of several European 
debtor nations at the present time is the in- 
vention of some method by which the United 
States can be made to pay the money which 
they owe. France has already aimed a blow 
at American exports in an effort to obtan more 
favorable terms for her goods entering this 
country. There are signs that other nations 
may engage in this form of economic warfare 
against the United States. The dominating 
theory of this offensive movement is that the 
debtor nations can only pay their obligations 
by increasing their market here; that only by 
shifting the balance of trade can the obliga- 
tiofis incurred during and after the war be 
settled. 

Facts do not support the argument so spe- 
ciously advanced. According to figures readily 
available, there is no necessity for the crea- 
tion of an ‘‘unfavorable”’ balance in America’s 
international trade, even for the reason ad- 
vanced—to enable Europe to pay what it owes. 
The preservation of American industry, the 
continuance of prosperity and the maintenance 
of the standard of living would be reasons 
enough to resist any such program, but as 
matters stand now this Nation is contributing 
to the wealth of foreign countries within 5 
per cent of the amount needed to pay the in- 
terest upon governmental and private loans, 
and to cover the balance of trade now in favor 
of the United States. 

Statistics covering the year 1926 reveal that 
the interest payments on war debt for that 
year totaled $195,000,000. Money due on pri- 
vate borrowings brought the amount up to 
$702,000,000, and the balance of trade was 
in round numbers $350,000,000. Miscella- 
neous items brought the entire amount which 
Europe had to pay the United States that year 
up to $1,073,000,000. All but $48,000,000 of 
this was obtained by foreign nations from 
Americans. The estimate of the Department 
of Commerce is that during the same year 
American tourists spent $646,000,000 ‘abroad; 
an amount almost great enough to carry the 
interest charges of loans obtained from this 
country. The second largest item was $287,- 
000,000, which was sent to their native lands 
by immigrants. Other factors, including con- 
tributions to foreign missions, freight pay- 
ments and receipts, and United States Govern- 
ment receipts and payments brought the total 
up to $1,025,000,000. Nor is the showing for 
that year an isolated example. Items of this 
Class, termed invisibles, have for a period of 
five years amounted to from 67 to 123 per 
cent of the money that Europe has paid this 
country on outstanding debfs. 

It is apparent that American prosperity has 
had much to do with the flow of gold abroad, 
which has in turn been used by the countries 
so favored in paying their obligations here. 
Lacking good times in the United States the 
tourist trade would be certain to fall off, and 
the money which immigrants send home would 
be reduced. It is, therefore, shortsighted for 
European nations to seek to destroy the tariff 
policy of this Government, one of the principal 
causes of this prosperity. With the existing 
tariff and continued American prosperity, 
Europe can continue to enjoy the benefits of 
gold spent by tourists and have in addition an 
opportunity to increase its exports to the 
United States, an advantage that has been 
aided rather than hampered by the abundance 
of money here. There is a field of a strictly 
noncompetitive character susceptible of large 
development. Tropical foodstuffs, raw ma- 
terials, silks, laces, precious stones, art goods 
and works of art have a particular appeal to 
this wealthy nation. There is an open door 
for such products, and by utilizing it other 
nations will find much more profit than in 
seeking to tear down the tariff wall. 


MR. MELLON BORROWS MONEY. 


Some weeks ago Secretary Mellon, in look- 
ing over the account books of the Treasury 
Department, came to the conclusion that he 
could use $400,000,000 on November 15. He 
had discovered, long ago, that the best method 
of obtaining money when needed by the Treas- 
ury is to advertise. Consequently he caused 
it to be known that, being in need of that 
amount of cash, the Treasury Department 
would pay to any one who would lend the 
amount needed interest at the rate of 3% per 
cent per annum. 

If any one had any doubt as to the willing- 
ness of the holders of cash to come to the aid 
of the Secretary of the Treasury in his financ- 
ing operations that doubt is dissipated by the 
response to Mr. Mellon’s appeal. The adver- 
tisements in which the needs of the Treasury 
were made known stated that the opportunity 
to subscribe would be open until the “ides of 
November.” But the rush to lend money to 
the Treasury was so great that Mr. Mellon 
has customers enough to absorb an issue of 
$1,067,723,000; and furthermore he was con- 
strained to close down the receiving window 
on the 9th of November instead of on the 15th. 

In spite of the rush to get a chance at these 
short-term certificates—they mature June 15 
next—Secretary Mellon will not accept offers 
in excess of the amount originally fixed as the 
requirements of his office. There are out- 
standing obligations in the form of other 
Treasury notes, aggregating about $335,000,- 
000, which fall due December 15, and it is 
barely possible that a new issue of certificates 
may be necessary to enable the department 
to pay off thatissue. But as the final quarterly 
installment of the income taxes for the calen- 
dar year is payable on that day, it is doubtful 
if another issue will be required. 

Liberty bonds to the aggregate amount of 
$752,502,400, upon which interest will cease 
next Tuesday, are finding their way to the 
Treasury for redemption very slowly, in spite 
of the vigorous efforts of the department to 
call attention to the fact that as sources of 
income those bonds will cease to be of use 
after that day. But, on the other hand, it is 
expected that they will move more rapidly after 
Nov. 15, although many millions will probably 
be retained by the owners for a year or more.

REBUILDING FRANCE. | 

Following the armistice, France found that 
more than 890,000 buildings had been de- 
stroyed during the war, of which some 866,000 
were homes and 17,000 public edifices. By 
January 1, 1925, 508,000 had been rebuilt, in- 
cluding 490,000 dwellings and 9,500 public 
edifices. oday there exist in France muvre 
than 1,100 organizations whose aim is to pro- 
mote the building of cheap homes. It is said 
that there is need for no fewer than 650,000 
lodgings, of which 400,000 are for Paris and 
the Department of the Seine alone. 

France suffered more than any other nation 
engaged in the World War, from the stand- 
point of property destroyed. Belgium, of 
course, was badly damaged, as were several 
other belligerents, but France saw nearly one- 
third of her territory devastated by the most 
terrific bombardment the world has ever 
known. Architectural treasures which had 
been handed down through centuries were 
crushed to earth. This loss was irremediable. 
But the destruction of homes, which struck at 
the small resources of the French family, was 
the hardest blow of all. 

France has rebuilt energetically, but has nut 
yet been able to regain the position it occupied 
before the start of hostilities. Once the emer- 
gency housing problem is solved there will still 
be more than 100,000 insanitary houses that 
should be pulled down or transformed, neces- 
sitating an additional expenditure of at least 
750,000,000 francs. 

The world well Knows that it costs money 
to prosecute war. It is learning now that it 
is also an expensive proposition to reestablish 
peace. 


EEE 
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BIG SOUTH AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


The state of the relations between the United 
States and its neighbors in Central and South 
America has been gloomily regarded by many 
pessimists of late. It has been charged that 
this Government is losing ground, and that the 
nations to the South are turning to other quar- 
ters for their contacts and with their trade. 
The figures do not substantiate such croaking. 
Statistics gathered by the National Foreign 
Trade Council show rather that improvement 
has been marked in the trade between the 
United States and the countries to the south 
for the last decade, and that the curve is still 
pointed up. 

Commerce between this country and those 
in Central and South America is, according to 
this report, now on a billion-dollar basis an- 
nually. Before the war the average annual 
sales amounted to only $300,000,000. The 
Latin countries of America turned to the 
United States during the war, and they have 
not gone back to their former ties. The 
amount of trade from this country has not only 
shown an increase over its own figures, but 
while the exporters of the United States have 
been increasing their business that of England, 
Germany and France has been declining. In 
Paraguay alone, of all the republics to the 
south, is United States commerce in a sec- 
ondary position. In every other nation the 
business of citizens of this country exceeds 
that of any competitor. 

Several factors account for this decided up- 
turn. One of the most important is completion 
of the Panama Canal. Another is the estab- 
lishment of American ship lines. Cable facil- 
ities owned and operated by Americans have 
been extended. More than $3,500,000,000 in 
American capital is now invested in the Latin 
countries. Bond issues of these nations, which 
have been floated in the United States since 
the war amount to $2,000,000,000. Capital, 
commerce, improved transportation and better 
communications have gone hand in hand. A 
new market has been opened up, and the com- 
petition to which American products have been 
subjected has apparently only increased the 
demand. 


THE HOLLAND TUNNEL, 


The Holland tunnel, connecting New York 
and New Jersey under the waters of the Hud- 
son River, will be opened today. It is antici- 
pated that an unceasing flow of automobile 
traffic will pass through. The strain upon the 
ferries will be relieved. Communication will 
be made certain at all times, since neither fog 
nor storm can interfere with the tube’s opera- 
tion. The produce of New Jersey and all the 
country south of it will be able to pass unin- 
terruptedly into the New York market. 

The Holland tunnel is not, however, merely 
a means of public service, It is, in addition, a 
tribute to the engineering skill of Americans. 
Other similar underwater arteries are in ex- 
istence, but none is as long as the one under 
the Hudson. Many new problems had to be 
solved in its construction. The project was 
conceived just as horse-drawn vehicles were 
passing out of general use. It was designed 
and built for automobile traffic. Means of 
ventilation were all-important. The constant 
discharge of carbon monoxide would have made 
the tunnel a tomb without proper safeguards. 
The ventilating system adopted generates a 
70-mile gale at the source, which is so dis- 
tributed that it hardly seems more than a 
breeze within the tunnel. An entirely new 
fire extinguisher, which in tests has put out a 
blazing car in two minutes, was perfected. 
Automatic signals register conditions along 
the entire length of the tunnel] in a central 
control room. A specially recrufted fire and 
police force safeguards the right of way. 

Other cities already are studying the Hol- 
land tunnel. A similar artery is to connect 
Detroit and Windsor. Oakland and Alameda 
are to be linked in the same manner. The 
pioneering done by the men who biilt the New 
York tunnel stands as their particular monu- 
ment, but there will be others in which they 
may also claim their share of the credit.

|The reduction of taxation ought to be a

| plexing political problem always. 


Just 
now it is much more perplexing than 
ever before. The country is prosperous, 
business is on the upgrade, markets 
for our surplus of every kind are open 
and easily reached. The world wants 
our overplus, even coming here for 
money to carry on their own govern- 
ments, as well as to supply the means 
for development. 

In ordinary conditions here at home 
we might be in an excellent position 
to reduce tax rates, for even under re- 
duced rates the growth of business is 
such that we would have an increase 
in the amount collected. The trouble 
is we have extra domestic calls for ex- 
penditures that can not be avoided. It 


will require many millions to properly / 


and justly aid the sufferers from the 
recent floods. Added to that,. it will 
take at least two and a-.hulf billions 
in the near future ‘to harness the 
Mississippi River alone, to say nothing 
of other dangerous streams. 

All this work can not be done next 
year, it is true, but the first appro- 
priations must be very large, and pro- 
vision must be made for the next and 
ensuing years, 

If we cut taxes too deeply there 
probably will be no funds available for 
the next appropriation for this work, 
and an increased tax will have to be 
levied. This is what makes the whole 
matter a perplexing political problem. . 

We are met also with the absolute 
necessity of increasing very largely our 
naval strength. This can not longer be 
dodged with any safety. At least a 
hundred millions will be needed next 
year for this purpose. 

We have reached the danger point in 
tax reduction and we can not afford 
to cut very deep just to gratify party 
ends. The expressed desire to cut deep 
is largely influenced by the belief that 
ir would serve party purposes. Can not 
Congréss rise to the high standard of 
legislating without looking to party 
ends? It would be a wonderful) thing 
to have again a Congress that would 
leave party on the outside.

Group Considers Changes in 
Administrative Features of 
Revenue Law. 


(Associated Press.) 

While it was being reiterated at the 
White House yesterday that President 
Coolidge would support the Treasury 
recommendations for tax reduction, 
the joint congressional tax committee 
gave its attention to suggested changes 
in administrative features of the pres- 
ent revenue law. 

The report of the joint committee 
will be presented to the House ways 
and means committee the first of the 
week, and Representative Green, of 
Iowa, who heads both groups, said it 
probably. would be made public today. 

The White House announcement was 
somewhat similar to that earlier in the 
week, and it was emphasized again 
that Coolidge believed it would be un- 
wise for Congress to attempt a reduc- 

in revenue greater than the limit- 
figure of $225,000,000 set by Secre- 
cane Mellon. 

It also was stressed at the White 
House that the prospective treasury 
revenue for future fiscal years alone 
could be considered in effecting tax 
reduction, as the source of much cur- 
rent revenue was of a nonrecurring 
nature. 

At the Capitol, Green said, he hoped 
it would be possible for Congress to ob- 
tain more information concerning ac- 
ities of the American Taxpayers’ 
League before it took action on the 
Treasury suggestion to repeal the Fed- 
eral inheritance tax.

Edward Johnson, tenor, of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company, repeated his 
operatic success on the concert stage 


yesterday afternoon at Poli’s Theater, 
in the first of the Philharmonic series 
given under the management of Mrs. 
Wilson Greene. 

Mr. Johnson was in admirable voice 
and won repeated ovations. A concert 
singer, his manner is not quite so fin- 
ished as in opera and there was a ten- 
sity in his attitude at times which 
rather detracted from the vocal beauty 
of the program.

Brilliant Army Backs 
to Oppose Niemic 
and Flannagan. 


EW YORK, Nov. 11 (A.P.).—New 
York became the highway for the 
illustrious Notre Dame Eleven 

and a powerful Army football team to- 
day as contingents representative of the 
East and West arrived here for the im- 
portant intersectional gridiron tussle at 
the Yankee Stadium tomorrow. 

Seventy-six thousand persons, the 
largest crowd that has ever seen a foot- 
ball game in the East, outside of the 
Yale Bowl, will watch the Army and 
Notre Dame in their fourteenth annual 
titanic struggle. The entire capacity of 
the stadium was sold out by the two 
institutions weeks ago so that no pub- 
lic sale was-possible. 

The game will commence at 1:45 
o'clock instead of the customary 2 
o’clock to preclude any chance of play 
running into semidarkness. 


The colorful setting which goes 
with this rich traditional classic 
will be given added luster by a par- 
ade of 1,200 cadets coming here 
from West Point.

Rockne brought 33 players East, three 
complete elevens, while the Cadet force 
numbered 45. The fighting lrishmen 
are stopping at Rye, N. Y. A workout 
was held at the polo field there this 
afternoon. The first eleven ran through 
formations, while the Kickers limbered 
up in a short punting session. 

The West Point aggregation practiced 
at the stadium, the kickers testing the 
varying winds.

EW YORK, Nov. 11 (A.P.).— 

Championship hopes hung in the 

balance tonight as Eastern foot- 
ball teams.all along the line mobilized 
for the most important battles of the 
season on the morrow. 

Renewing a rivalry dating back to 
1873—the oldest of the day—Prince- 
ton’s unbeaten and untied eleven pre- 
pared to tackle Yale at the huge New 
Haven bowl in a struggle for survivai 
among the top teams of the East. 
Stung to fighting pitch by loss of its 
ace, Bruce Caldwell, through eleventh 
hour ineligibility, Yale tonight was an 
even choice to stop the Tiger in a 
battle before 76,000 spectators. 

Yale versus Princeton this year, finds 
the Bull Dog and the Tiger with as 
powerful and closely matched elevens 
as they ever have flung against each 
other. 


Even with the ineligible Cald- 
well’s 182 pounds missing, Yale has 
a slight edge in weight, which is 
most apparent behind the line. In 
the forward walls, where the game 
may be decided, the rivals are prac- 
tically even at 192 pounds per man. 


With Johnny Garvey in for Cald- 
well, Yale has a back field averag- 
ing 179'%4 pounds to Princeton’s 172%. 
Eddie Wittmer, 175-pound sophomore 
candidate for all-American honors. is 
the backfield ace of this young Tiger 
team. 

The threat of rain and cloudy weather 
faced the Yale Bulldog in his great 
fight against the invading Tiger horde 
when Princeton will strive to chalk up 
a third successive victory in football 
against the Blue. 

The Princeton squad arrived here 
early this afternoon and they went 
to the bowl] for a short practice. They 
found a soggy field, in the worst con- 
dition, perhaps, this year. After the 
Tigers, 32 of them, had familiarized 
themselves with the working conditions 
they would meet on the morrow, the 
Yale squad ran through a 20-minute 
signal drill. 


The line-up for the Yale team 
remained the same.

Yale and Princeton played their first 
game in 1873, and scarcely any inter- 
ruption in football relations has 
occurred since that time. The game 
tomorrow will be their fifty-first meet- 
ing Yale has won 28 games; Princeton 
has won 15, and 7 games have been 
tied. 


Eastern football will be pitted 
against Western in two other bat- 
tles of giants—the Navy against 
Michigan at Ann Arbor and un- 
beaten Pittsburgh against Nebraska 
on the home field of the Panthers.

AFTER TESTIMONY. 


Admits. He Did Not Obey the 
Instructions of Company on 
Not Taking Risks. 


“Culpable negligence” was charged 
against Carl Breeden, operator of one 
of the two cars of the Arlington-Fair- 
fax Railway which collided near Fort 
Myer Thursday night, by Coroner B. H. 
Swain, of Arlington County, Va., who 
last night conducted an inquest into 
the death of Truman Adams, 35 years 
old, operato. of the other car. 

Dr. Swain, after declaring he be- 


Heved . Breeden guilty of negligence, 


Stated that he could not have him ar- 
rested, as the head-on collision occur- 
red on a federal government reserva- 
tion. He paroled Breeden, however, in 
the custody of T. H. Travis, traffic 
Manager for the railway. 

Adams, who is survived by a wife and 
two children, died yesterday at Emer- 
gency Hospital here as a result of in- 


juries received in the crash. One of 
his legs had been amputated in an 
effort to save his life, but this ex- 
pedient proved futile. 


Says He Saw Adams’ Car. 


Breeden testifing at the coroner’s in- 
quest said that he saw the car operated 
by Adams when it was still about 100 
feet distant from his, which was travel- 
ing on a down-grade near Fort Myer 
He said that when he saw it he applied 
his brakes, and made every effort to 
stop his car. When he saw that this 
was impossible, he said that he stepped 
back from the platform. 

Testimony was introduced to show 
that Breeden should have held his car 
on the siding near Fort Myer until 
Adams’ car had passed. Breeden testi- 
field that he could pass over the single 
track before the other car came along, 
and then later testified that he thought 
he had passed it. 

Orders of the railway to its employes 
that when they were uncertain they 
were to ‘‘take no chances and run no 
risks,” were introduced, and Breeden 
admitted that he had failed to follow 
these instructions. 

Funeral services for Adams, the only 
victim of the accident, will be held 
from the Ballston Christian Church at 
2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. The Rev 
Ira P. Haughbourg, pastor of the 
church, will officiate, and burial will be 
at Oakton, Va. Until the funeral] the 
body will remain at Ives Chapel. 

All of the others injured in the ac- 
cident were reported yesterday as being 
on the road to recovery.

POULTRY MERCHANT

Steering Committee Would 
Press Matters to Enactment, 
Officers Are Told. 


60 TO 40 FISCAL PLAN 
ADVOCATED AT MEETING 


Suggestions Made for Work 
to Engage Units of Asso- 
ciation During Winter. 


A legislative steering committee to 
press for enactment of measures af- 
fecting the welfare. of the National 
Capital, was advocated last night at a 
meeting of officers, directors and com- 
mittee chairmen of the Washington 
Board of Trade at the home of Presi- 
dent Edwin C. Graham 2921 Forty-, 
fourth place, Wesley Heights. 


The speakers also favored the return 
of the 60-40 plan basis of fiscal rela- 
tions as well as full cooperation with 
other organizations on all matters vi- 
tally affecting the District. In addi- 
tion to Graham, those who spoke at 
the meeting were Edwin C. Branden- 
burg, Samuel J. Prescott, John Joy Ede 
son, former presidents of the board; 
Joshua Evans, jr., chairman of the com- 
mittee on municipal finance; Robert 
J. Cottrell, assistant secretary, who out- 
lined the budget for the coming fiscal 
year, F. J. Weller, Odell S. Smith, chair 
man of the committee on public order, 
Frank P. Leetch and John Saul 

In order that more efficiency may be 
obtained at committee meetings, the 
board is to outline, definite dates in 
advance for these sessions 


Work Is Outlined. 


Suggestions as to immediate work be- 
fore committees was outlined. These 
include the question of an adequate 
Calvert street bridge; introduction of 
an insurance bill to counteract the 
Fitzgerald workmen’s compensation bill, 
which will be introduced at the open- 
ing of Congress; the study of the com- 
munity chest idea; a new bill for con- 
demnation proceedings for park pur- 
poses; urging of a mental hygienel 
clinic and adequate license bills in ref- 
erence to medical practice in the Dis- 
trict; a bill regulating the height of 
buildings within 200 feet of Govern- 
ment parks; study of- the proposed 
street car merger plan; the extension 
of Fourteenth street through Walter 
Reed Hospital, extension of New Hamp- 
shire avenue to the District Line and 
the extension of Maryland avenue 
northeast to connect with the Defense 
highway; study pertaining to traffic 
control and proposed compulsory au- 
tomobile liability insurance; and the 
“diploma bill” situation. 

Speaking on municipal finance, Ev- 
ans dwelt on the budget of $42,500,000 
for the next fiscal year and stated that 
the job of his committee was to see 
that no taxes were levied that were not 
equitable, and that the rate was not 
unjust nor out of proportion to the 
ability of the taxpayers to pay, and fur- 
ther pledged his committee to be the 
“watchdog of taxes.” 


Thorough Study Advocated. 


Mr. Edson, who stated when he was 
president the board had a member- 
ship of about 700, whereas today the 
organization now numbered more than 
3,000 members}>.urged the’ board not to 
pronounce itself.on any question un- 
less they_were thoroughly familiar with 
it. He expressed’ the belief that many 
members of Congress were not fully 
aware of how the District was financed, 
and attributed this to the fact that 
the National Capital had no represen. 
tation at the Capitol. He said if thd 
District had a spokesman in Congress 
the present difficult financial situation 
would have been averted. He declared 
that the true relationhip of the Dis- 
trict and Federal governments had 
never been definitely established. , 

Declaring he was not in favor of go- 
ing to Congress for appropriations the 
taxpayers were unable to carry, Pres- 
cott stated that many permanent im- 
provements here should be borne by 
the United States, and was in favor of 
a legislative steering committee for 
needed legislation. He declared there 
was ample work for all of the organf- 
zations in the District to keep them 
busy. 

Announcement was made that Odell 
S. Smith has been appointed chairman 
of a committee to arrange for the mid- 
winter dinner of the board.
